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As the outcome of a vendetta that 


had its origin In a little town about 
fifteen miles from Damascus, Dorgan 
Paris Riszk shot and fatally wounded 
Salamon Senoier within an hour after 
the latter had arrived In Fort "Wayne 
from Lowell, Mass. 


The shooting took place about 1 


o'clock In the yard of a Syrian board- 
Ing house at 1331 South Lafayette 
street and. Patrolman Paul, who was 
sent to the scene found Riszk held by 
one of 
his countrymen.

locked up and in his broken way stat- 
ed at police station: 
"We eat dinner 


together and he say I shoot your cou- 
sin In old country and now I shoot 
you and I shoot him." 


Had no Weapon. 


He also said that the wounded man 


pointed a revolver at him when he 
made'this threat but the police found 
no weapon on .Senoier's .person and 
none was found In his'clothing when 
he was stripped for the* operating 
table at St. Joseph's hospital, where 
he was.hurrled in an ambulance a1 few 
minutes after the shooting took place. 


The'Weapon with which the shoot- 


ing was done is- an 'old rusty thirty- 
two calibre revolver of a cheap make 
and unl'y one shot was fired. Wit- 
nesses to the affair say that after the 
quarrel Riszk left the table and lay in 
wait for. Senioer at the corner of the 
house and as he smarted for'the street 
fired, oni shot. Senioer fell in a pool 
of blood and was not able to make any 
statement:of the affair.'

lated, by anyone at headquarters, there 
was one bearing a rubber, stamp print 
of the name of a merchant there who 
from his name-is also a-Syrian.

only' a short time and that he made 
no effort to get employment although 
he was out of funds gives color to the 
story that 'the vendetta ..followed the

The prisoner said that he-is seven- 


teen- years old, although his appear- 
ance would indicate that he., is a few 
years older than that He-is a peddler 
and came to''Fort Wayne from Toledo 
about ten days ago and'stopped-at the 
Lafayette street house, which :is" con- 
ducted by George Lutfi, a half brother., 
of the wounded man.

According to several other Syrians 
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Riszk, who has also lived in Losant- 
ville. Ind., was without means and the 
half brother gave him his meals and 
lodging. 
After the shooting half a 


hundred or more Syrians collected at 
the place nnd their attitude toward the 
man who did the shooting was so vic- 
ious that the officer tho.ught it best to 
hustle him out and to the police sta- 
tion with as little delay as possible. 
Tho prisoner was collected when he en- 
tered the station and talked freely of 
tho shooting and said the shot waa 
fired to save his own life. 


Wound pronounced Fatal. 


Dr. George ,Studer, police surgeon. 


was called and with Dr. W. W. Barnett 
performed an operation at the hospital 
in an effort to save the man's life, but 
neither of the physicians thought 'he 
had a chance in a thousand to recover. 
He is about thirty years old and mar- 
ried, but his wife Is still in Turkey.

I will answer the ques- 
tion myself. I spent a Sunday for my 
sins in Nevada within the last year and 
I know that there is no such thing as 
Sunday in the state.

Every one likes a dog, especially if 


the dog be a cute, intelligent little fel-'- 
low. 
"When the white .faces of four 


little dogs are seen on one side of a 
swiftly flying horse, while they are 
scrambling to maintain their places on 
its sleek back, the large crowds at- 
tending' this circus are sure to rise en- 
raptured with the remarkable act. 


One of the many European novelties 


with the Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows is 
the Thalero dog act. Two horses are 
brought into the ring, each bearing a 
medium sized dog'on its back. The 
ringmaster, soon has the horses gal- 
loping around the ring, when at a giv- 
en signal the dog on the rear horse 
leaps from -his horse to the back of the 
horse ahead of him, and as he does 
that, the dog on the front'horse turns 
a 
backward somersault
